Regent Rekistein paid Berkeley 
visit yesterday in the interest of the 
University. 
He is endeavoring to have 
the improvement of Oxford street, from 
Allston way to Center street, done with 
out expense to the University. The 
Street, as it is at present, is unsightly 
and almost impassable after heavy rain 
storms, and as it is at the entrance gate 
to the grounds, should be put into pre­ 
sentable shape without further delay, 
Half of the street is really the property 
of the University, and over it the town 
authororities have no jurisdiction, and 
it is used as a public thoroughfare only 
through the courtesy of the Board of 
Regents. The Bbard cannot dedicate 
it for street uses, as it was given to the 
institution for educational purposes 
only, and any attempt to alienate it will 
cause it to revert to the original donors. 
The electric railroad runs its track on 
the lands of the University as well as 
on Oxford street and Allston way, and 
for this privilege Regent Reinstein 
thinks the company may well macad­ 
amize the portion of the block lying be 
tween Center street and Allston way. 
The cost will be in the neighborhood 
rf $1060, and this sum is more than 
the railroad company is willing, to ex­ 
pend, but it is expected that arguments 
may be brought forward that will cause 
the company to reconsider its deter-

By the Razor Route. 


San Francisco, Dec. 28.—John 
Ford, a prisoner at the Central Police 
Station made a terrible attempt to end 
his life at 4 o'clock this morning. 


With a razor he slashed his throat in 
three places, and though still alive, little 
hope is entertained for his recovery. 


On the 25th of last month Ford shot 
his wife four limes, using a revolver. 
The tragedy took place at the Rose 
dale, a lodging house at 321 Ellis 
stre< t. 


After becoming satisfied that he had 
killed Us wife Ford jnmped from the 
window and made his escape before 
the startled lodgers could reach his 
room. 
However, he was shortly aftet 
wards apprehended by the police and 
held at the prison while Mrs. Ford was 
taken to the City Prison. 


For a time the woman's life was de­ 
spaired of, but finally she rallied and 
was taken to the County Hospital, 
where she is slowly recovering. 


Ford was charged with assault with 
intent to commit murder. 


This morning his case was to have 
been called in Judge Campbell's court 
for preliminary examination, but-it will 
now have to be indefinitely postponed. 


Last night the mother-in law and the 
sister of the prisoner calkd ut the pri­ 
son and had a long conversation with | 
him. 
After they had gone be seemed 
morose and despondent and retired to 
bunk early. 


In the cell wherein he was confined 
were thirteen other prisoners, and, 
waiting until all had become quiet and 
the men asleep, 
Ford 
deliberately 
planned to take his life. 


He caretully arranged his toilet, 
dressing as neatly as possible, even go­ 
ing so far as to shave himself with the 
very instrument that he later used to 
cut his throat. 


Then carefully crawling bdneath the 
lowest berth at the back of the cell, 
hidden from view he hack and slashed 
at hi, throat. 


His ' groans awakened the other 
prisoners in the cell and they discover­ 
ed his condition. The prison keeper 
was called and Ford taken to the Re­ 
ceiving Hospital 
As soon as he was 
able to speak he said that he had tried 
to end his life because ot his trouble. 
He was despondent and wished to die. 
The razor, he said, had been given him 
by 1 prisoner recently discharged, but 
the man's name he refused to state. 


Upon his person were found two 
sealed letters, one to his wife and the 
other to a Mr. Graham, 129 Grove 
street. 


Later in the morning Ford began to 
sink and the power of speech soon left 
him. 
Dr. Weil gives little hope for 
his recovery.

There will be two vacancies in the 
Superior Court next year, as the terms 
of office of Judges Greene and Frick 
will expire and two persons will have 
to be elected in their s'ead.; 
Oakland 
now has three of the Superior Judges 
and Alameda one and it is but just 
that Berkeley should be represented 
next time upon the Superior bench. 
This section of the county has for 
years been getting the short end, as far 
as county representation is concerned, 
and it was not until one year ago when 
our people united almost as one man 
and demanded that Charley Spear be 
elected as County Recorder.

One of the Persecuted Itur" Tells of O b - 
i 
servanoes and Customs ot His People. 


| 
It Is not aB easy to dosoribo tho customs 
of tho Armonlnn pooplo in tholr oelobratlon 
I of Christmas as it would bo to toll of the 
j English or the American ways of oelobrnt- 
l lng, because the customs of my peoplo dlf- 
j for according to thoir habitat. 
Scattered 
I as the Armenians are from Constantino­ 
ple and other oltios to the little villages In 
Asia Minor, there are many obsorvanoos 
that nro almost purely local. Some of 
these, howovor, are extremely Interesting. 


To bogin, Christmas Is not obsorved on 
the game (lay with us as it Is here, for 
there Is a difference of 12 days In the cal­ 
endar, as ovorybody knows. So our Christ­ 
mas fulls on your Jan. 6. 
Coming, as it 
does, so near Now Year's day, it is not so 
much of a social occasion as It probably 
would bo otherwise, but as a religious fes­ 
tival it ranks with Easter, and the two 
days are tho principal feasts of the year. 


The religious services are most impress­ 
ive. 
Our churohes differ from yours in 
some ways, for thore are no pews in them, 
and wo adorn them as rlohly as wo are 
able to do. 
Tho principal service on 
Christinas day Is a sort of high mass that 
Is celebrated before daybreak. 
Evorybody 
who is able to do so goes to this mass, at 
whioh the hlghost ohurch dignitary In the 
neighborhood always officiates. 
If there 
is an archbishop near, he Is tho one; if 
not, It is tho bishop. 
And evorybody 
wears his very best olothes. 
It Is a gen­ 
eral custom to give theohildrona new suit 
of olothes if possible on Christmas. If the 
parents cannot afford so muoh, they will 
at least oontrlve to give some article of 
dress, If it Is only a pair of new shoes. 


This has led to another custom whioh Is 
In vogue especially in 
Constantinople, 
whero the Armenian ohildren are all edu­ 
cated in our parochial sohools. 
These 
sohools are located in the ohurchyards and 
are, of course, sopported by the ohurahes. 
Some of the children are very poor, and a 
collection is always taken up at the Christ­ 
mas service in the church for the purpose 
of buying new olothes for the ohildren 
whose parents cannot clothe them properly. 
There Is one very benevolont gentleman, a 
merchant in Constantinople, whom I know 
very well, who always buys a great num­ 
ber of suits at Christmas—from 80 to 60 
or 70, according to what he can afford. 


The making of presents at Christmas Is 
not perhaps as general among our people 
as it is here, though In tho cities we are 
rapidly 
adopting 
European 
customs? 
Presents are given, but most frequently 
by superiors to their inferiors or by elders 
to children. 


After the church services the people greet 
one another 
with a special 
salutation. 
One says, "Christ ts born," and the reply 
Is, '' Blessed is the birth, of Christ.'' 
This 
is as they return to their homes from 
church. 


Later in the day there Is a general In­ 
terchange of visits, muoh like the fashion 
of Mew fear's calls, whioh is still kept np 
In some parts of this country, though with 
this difference: It is deemed almost obliga­ 
tory for inferiors to call on superiors, and 
for the younger members of the commu­ 
nity to call on the elder. 
There is, ot 
course, no law about this, but If an em­ 
ployer, for example, should not reoelye a 
call from each of his employees, lie wotijd 
feel that his dignity had not been properly 
respected, and the employee would feel 
that he had been rude, to say the least. 
I 
remember that my father used to reprove 
me severely If I failed to call on any one 
who had a right to expect a visit from me. 


When the visitor arrives at the house of 
the person he is calling on, he is received 
according to his station. 
If he Is a de­ 
pendent or a servant or hired man, he may 
very likely receive a small present of 
money; perhaps only as much as 95 cents, 
or perhaps $5 or $10, or he may, especially 
in the country, receive food or clothing. 
If he is a social equal, be will be enters 
talned with arrack and fruits and sweets. 
Fruits are much used, too, for trifling 
gifts. 


I should say that the greeting»on enter­ 
ing the house on one of these visits is sim­ 
ilar to tlie .inornjiig salutation. The guest 
says, "Christ is born and made manifest 
to us," and the reply Is, "Blessed are the 
birth and the manifestation of Christ." 


One cuBtom is worth mentioning. 
The 
smaller, boys In eaoh village go out in par- 
1 
ties on Christmas day, carrying bags, and 
gj from house to house singing .a sdrt of 
hrlstinas carol or song ahoqt the 'birth of , 
Christ 
I cannot recall the exaot, words, 
but it tells the old story and baa a refrain: 
"Good tidings I Good tidings!"
